THE CRONIN TROUBLE. 

This remains of John Cronin, who com- 
mitted suicide in Mt, Sterling, were buried 
in the stranger's lot of the Catholic ceme- 
tery here, on Monday of last Week. Cfo- 
nan's brother, of Cynthiana, Claimed that 
he had a right to bury the remains on his 
father's lot in the consecrated grounds, 
but being barred from that privilege 
owing to it being in Strict violation of the 
rules of the Catholic church, he appealed 
to Bishop Toebbe, of Covington, who con- 
firmed the action of the church authori- 
ties here.

As they were coming away from the cem- 
etery, the delegation met Mr. Cronin, 
who had hurried op from Cynthiana, to 
again offer his protest. Father Barry, 
who has charge of the church here, met 
Mr. Cronin, and reasoned with the young 
man, and made him the satisfactory 
proposition, that on the return of the cer- 
tificate of purchase of his father's lot, the 
purchase money should be refunded, or 
to let the lot remain in possession of the 
Cronin family, on the conditions which 
the church authorities sold it— that none 
but those who were entitled to be buried 
on the consecrated grounds should be 
buried upon it.

President Arthur has vetoed the Anti-Chinese 
bill, believing that it "violates the pledged 
faith of the Nation to China "-meaning the 
Burlingame Treaty. To 
considerable length, is ■ 

1. The time fixed in the bill, namely, twenty 
years, ia "unreasonable." The language of 
Article L, that "laborers" shall not be 
absolutely prohibited from coming to the 
United States, and that " suspension shall be 
reasonable," as well as negotiations, indicate 
that a brief period was intended. Total pro- 
hibition of immigration of Chinese laborers 
into the United SUtes for twenty years would, 
in my opinion, be unreasonable and a violation 
of the meaning and intent of the treatv. 

2. Inclusion of " skilled labor" in the bill is 
an addition to the words and intent of the 
treaty, and it will operate with harshness upon 



of the treaty. The shoe merchants and ci 
merchants of China manufacture the goods I 
they sell, at then* places of business, and to 1 
shut oat the " skilled labor " thev need would \ 
practically shut them out as well, since it would ' 
prevent them from carrying on their business 
in this country.

across the United States of Chinese subject, 
now residing in foreign countries.

To deny this priv- 
ilege, it seems to me, is in violation of interna- 
tional law, and the comity of Nations ; and it 
the bill becomes a law, it will in this respect 
result in great hardship to many thousand in- 
nocent Chinese in foreicn countries.

The tea-brokerage business was begun 
in a small way forty years ago, and has 
been constantly increasing until it has 
become an immense specialty. The 
commission is a half oent a pound, and 
the smallest amount that a broker will 
sell is five packages. He obtains sam- 
ples from the importer and gives his 
customers an opportunity of carefully 
testing the article. Hence in a tea 
broker's office the kettle is always boil- 
ing, and the center- table has its extended 
array of teacups. The drawing is care- 
fully weighed, and for one must turn a 
silver half dime, this being the usual 
weight. Generally a score of samples 
are tested at the same time, in order to 
make comparison. The tea- traders first 
try the aroma and then sip it in order to 
get the flavor. What nicety of taste 
must be required to fix values in this 
rapid manner! An expert tea- taster, 
however, will not only designate the 
price, but often specify the part of China 
in which the crop was grown. Tea- 
tasting is said to be a gift and some can 
never succeed while others all at once 
display skill. A good taster must be of 
rather nervous temperament, because 
tea appeals to the nervous system, and 
the business is, therefore, one in which 
the latter is severely tried and sometimes 
is shattered. 

Tea brokers are sometimes obliged to 
taste 300 samples in a day, and during 
the business season 200 is an average. 
One reason for this excess is found in 
the fact that a broker may be employed 
to buy the entire stock for some impor- 
tant house. Hence he must exercise 
great care; but, while he makes great 
profits, his health suffers to a corre- 
sponding degree. The constant effect 
of such a stimulant indeed cannot be 
escaped.

Upon this Dr. Webster re- 
ceived a premium of copyright of 5 mills 
a copy, and it was the profits arising 
from this book which, during the twenty 
years in which Dr. Webster was en- 
gaged upon the " American Dictionary," 
supported him and his family.— New 
York Tribune.

Do yon know how the growth of 
the press in England compares with 
that of America?" 
"Well," said Mr. North, smiling, 
without entering into many particu- 
lars, I can tell you that we have far out- 
stripped our mother country in jour- 
nalism. I believe there never has been 
iprehensive history of the En- 
glish newspaper press written, but we 
have a sufficient number of facts to en- 
able us to form a comparison. For ex- 
ample, in 1846 only fourteen daily jour- 
nals were published in the United King- 
dom, while as far back as 1810, thirty- 
years previous, we had 359, includ- 
ing twenty-seven dailies, with a total 
annual issue of 22,331,000 copies. In 
1828 we had 852 newspapers ; in 1830,
